SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The publication entitled Fantasy Lifestyles Vol 1 is a CD-ROM which was submitted to the 
Otfice for classification by the District Court under s29(l) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993. The CD-ROM contains a large volume of sexually 
explicit material for the sexual arousal of its users. The material is presented in the form of still 
photographic images, short movies and text stories. It is considered that the publication 
promotes and supports certain matters stipulated under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993. In accordance with s3(2) of the Act Fantasy Lifestyles 
Vol 1 is therefore classified as objectionable. 

A number of images and stories contained in the publication present children and young 
persons engaging in sexual activity. It is considered that the publication promotes and 
supports the exploitation of children and young persons for sexual purposes as provided in 
s3(2)(a). 

A number of images and stories contained in the publication present persons being compelled 
to engage in sexual activity by violence or coercion. It is considered that the publication 
promotes and supports the use of violence and coercion to compel persons to participate in, 
and submit to, sexual conduct as provided in s3(2)(b). 
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A number of images and stories contained in the publication depict persons urinating or using 
urine in the course of sexual activity or in a sexual context. It is considered that the publication 
promotes and supports the use of urine in association with sexual conduct as provided in 
s3(2)(d). 

A number of stories contained in the publication describe persons engaging in sexual activity 
with animals. It is considered that the publication promotes and supports bestiality as 
provided in s3(2)(e). 

A number of images and stories contained in the publication present persons being subjected 
to torture and extreme cruelty, usually within in a sexual context. It is considered that the 
publication promotes and supports acts of torture and the infliction of extreme cruelty as 
provided in s3(2)(f). 
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
